and all his fricnes; but 1 574.God viſited him with 
ſickne*,a0d lying uponhis death bed, bloud iffued 
out of his mouth, noſe,cycs;eares, fundamentand.his 
yard, ſo rowling in bloud he dyed moſt miſrably in
